E have lately been obliged with a 
fecond Part of Defamation difplay'd, 

® intitled, the Cafe of Oppofitisn fated 
2S between the CRAFTSMAN and the 
@ Prorre; which hath been thruft 
i] into all the Corners of the Kingdom 
== by the fame Authority, and at the 
\Qg fame Expence, which have been em- 
plov’d to obtrude fuch Pieces upon 
the Publick, for feveral Years patt. 

I happened to fal] into a Company of Criticks, fome Days 
ago, who were puzzling their Brains to find out common 
Senie. or even common Grammar, in the very Tit/e-page of 
this right honourable Excrement of Scandal They were 
ata Lofs to guefs waat the Author could poflibly mean 
by Oppoftion Le:wean the CRAFTSMAN anda the PEOPLE. 
One of them immediately turn’d to the Errata, in Ea- 
pettation of finding the Word Craft/man dele'd, with a 
Direftion to read Minifier in the Room of it. Anbther 
was of Opinion that inftead of the People, it ought to 
have been printed the People in Places. A Third im- 
puted it to a common Artifice amongf bad Writers, who 
frequently work up the fir Page of a Book into a Para- 
dox, in order to excite the Curiofity of the Publick. He 
then appealed to us whether the Gentleman-Scribbler, 
who pen’d this ingenious Traét, hid not difcover’d fome 
unufual Judgment in giving it /uch a Tit’e, rather than 
calling it plainly by its right Name; the anniverfary 
Packet of Scanda’; or Mr. Walfingham’s Chrifimas- Box. 

I was fomewhat furpriz’d to hear the courtly Mr. 
Walfingbam mentioned upon this Occafion, and under- 
took to defend Him agairft the Impurtation of havisg 
any Concern in fuch a Bundle of Ribaldry. My Reafon 
was, that a Writer of his Spirit would have certainly pre- 
fixed his cn Name to it, or at leaft the Name of his 
Colleague and Man-midwife in Ordinary, the worthy 
Mr. F.bn Peele. He hath no occafion to difguife his 
excellent Writings under different Shapes, or by flying to 
different Methods of Pud/:cation. Befides, faid I, the 
Hand of Mr. Walfingham is eafily diftinguifh’d by feveral 
peculiar Marks, or St'gma’s of Writing, which are inimi- 
table and fecure from any Counterfeit; particularly that 
beautiful Redundancy of Style, fwell’d up with Pleonafms, 
Tautologie: and Repetitions, which adorns all his Works 
and exceeds even the forrens dicendi Copia of Tully Himfelf. 
He may likewife be known by the Correétnefs of his 
Language, the Depth of his Learning. the Generofity of 
his Sentiments, and the S:rength of his Reafoning; as 
well as by his ftrié& Regaid to Truth, Decency and good 
Manners. But above all, this polite Gentlerean is re- 
markable for his rigid Adherence to the Point in De- 
bate, and the conftant Pains He takes to avoid all per- 
fonal Altercations, or Deviations from the Argument, 
which can ferve only to divert the Attention of the 
Reader. He would fcorn to call Himfelf an hone Maz, 
dike this Stater of Cafes, or to make any Pretenfions to 
Praife, as an Englifbman, whilft He was vifibly earning 
the Wages of Servitude, and endeavouring to {eribble 
away the Liberties of his Country. He hath too much 
Honour and good Senfe, to impute my Writings to any 
Gentlemen, without the leaft vifible Foundation of Proof, 
or Reafon ; andto expect any Credit, at the fame Time, 
when He afferts that all the Papers, publifhed in Ais 
Name, ave written by Him/fe’f only, without the Afii- 
flance, Direction, or even the Privity of his Patron; tho’ 
He is pleas’d indeed to reward Him for them, and to 
cram them down the Throats of the People, under his 
Influence. His generous Heart would not fuffer Him to 
infift upon any Topicks, which He knows his deerfa- 
ries are not at Liberty to examine; or to employ any 
Weapons of Offence in the Caufe of his Patran, which 
cannot be maie Ufe of in Return for Defence; elpe- 
cially at a Time, when one Conviétion hangs over our 
Heads, and another Profecution is already commenced 
againft us. He isa Man of more Candour and Huma- 
nity, as He hath often affured us Himfelf, than to take 
any Advantages of us, in fuch a Situation, or make any 
Attempts to draw us into farther Difficulties. 

It is impoffible therefore that this Piece fhould come 
from a Gentl-man of fach worthy Principles and gene- 
rous Difpofitions; whofe great Acquirements in polite 
Literature have been improved by the Knowledge of 
Mankind, and whofe Manners have been polifh’d in the 
Courts of Princes; a Gentleman, who hath had the Ho- 
nour of being admitted into the Counfels of Senetes, 
the Secrets of the Catinet, and the Intimacies of a firf 
Minijier. — No; This muft be the Production of fome 
very /ow W’retch, of vulgar Educetion and fordid Prin- 
Ciples, who hath put his little Genius upon the Rack, 
in Hopes of recommending Himfelf to the fame Favoor 
and Escouragemcnt, which hath been lately extended 
to Multitudes of others. The Man, We fee, hath not 
besn digappointed in h's Expeétations. The Offils of his 





Brain have found a good Market, and He hath the Pleafure 
of fecing them diftributed thro’ all the Cities, Boroughs, 
Towns corporate, and little Villages of England. I 
think myfelf therefore obliged to take fome Notice of a 
Piece, which hath been diftinguifhed in this Manner ; 
for it may be thought an high ‘’ontempt of that Au- 
thority, which gave it Life and hath forc’d it into the 
World, if I fhould let it pafs alcogether in Silence. 

We are told that this State of the Cafe was occali- 
oned and made neceffary by our Paper of the fourth of 
Dec. latt. bci-g a fhort Recapitulation of the principal 
Subjedis, which Ws had treated from our firft Appearance 
in the Craft/m-n to that Time. The Defign of shat 
Paper was to fubmit the Merits of our Writings to the 
Judgment of the World. It was written without any 
Rancour, or Bitternefs, and confifted chiefly of plain 
Matters of Fa&t. It wes indeed an Appeal to the Prdlick. 
as this Writer calls it Himfelf; and Iam ready to agree 
with him that the Queffion, in this Cafe, will be whe- 
ther thofe Men, who make thefe Appeals, deferve well of 
the People, to whom They appeal; whether They have 
done their Country Service, or Damage; and whether They 
had the Intention of deing Good to the Puolick. 
Thefe are the Points, which He undertakes to examine, 
by reviewing the Proceedings of the /af five Years; 
but how hath He examined them? Hath He entered into 
the Merits even of one of thefe Points, upon which the 
Appeal was made, and by which it ought to be try’d? 
No; the whole Pamphlet is nothing but a long, loofe, 
general Deelamation, fill’d up with perfonal Scurrility 
and Arguments drawn from Poffu/ata, which have been 
always denied on one Side and can never be proved on 
the other. One half of it confifts of a tedious, long- 
winded Paraphrafe on the ftale Topick of Ambition, Di/- 
appointment and Revenge. Inftead of proving that the 
Optejition was commenced and carried on againft good 
Meajures, which is certaialy the Point, He contents Him- 
felf with repeated Affertions that it proceeded from dad 
Motives, and from thence infers that ‘They muft be good 
Meajures; which is no logical Conclufion, even if the 
Premifes had been proyed.. Thie hath beea often ob- 
ferv’d on our Side and will admit of no Anfwer. Such 
a Method of Reafoning therefore, or rather of Preva- 
rication, is not only begging the Queftion, but building 
falfe Arguments upon it, fupp¢ fing it to be granted. The 
Matter in Queftion is whether the Meafures, which have 
been oppofed, were bad Meajures; and if That can be 
proved, it is of but little Importance to the Publick 
from what Motives the Oppofition arofe ; which can never 
be fully afcertzin’d, till We have found out fome Method 
of looking into the Hearts of Men; though I think the 
Probability at leaft on our Side, and that the Oppofition 
of bad Meafures may be generally fuppofed to proceed 
from gid Motives. Thisis a true State of the Cafe ina 
few Words, without any Partiality or Difguife ; and I once 
more appeal to the Publick for their Opinion upon it. 

The next ftale Topick, which He hath trumped up 
again, is the Mifchief the/e Writings have done to our 
foreign Affairs, by encouraging our Enemies to inhance, 
or perfilt in their Demands. Ali the bad Confequences 
of the Hanover, Seville and Vienna Treaties ave imputed 
to Thofe, who did not approve them, and had no Hand 
in negotiating them. To Them are owing al] our Mif- 
fortunes and ii] Ufage both at Home and Abroad; fuch as 
the Depredations of our Merchants, the Reparation of 
Dunkirk, ana the new Works before Gibraltar ; a3 well as 
the miierable Decay of Trade, the Burthen of our Taxes, 
and the Increafe, or Continuancé of our Debts. 

This Argument likewife hath been fufficiently anfwer’d 
already, in feveral of our Papers; and Iam always forry 
to trouble the Reader with Repetitions; but when the 
fame Objections are reiterated upon us, at particular Pe- 
riods, and t6é ferve particular Turns, We are obliged to 
obviate them with the /ame Anfwers. I will however be 
as fhort in my Reply to this Pofnt, as I was to the former 

In the firft Place, I am fully perfuaded, in my own 
Confcience, that thefe Writings nave been of infinitely 
more Service than Detriment tof the Nation, even with 

Regard to our foreizn Affairs; and Uthink it hath not 
been urged that They have pejudiced our Affuirs at home 
any farther than as one thay be influenced by the of/er. 

But fuppofing that They have been attended with 
fome Inconveniencies, as I have often allowed ; are We to 
fuffer, what We imagine, wrong Mea/ures vo be purfued 
without any Ceniure, or Controul, left our Enemies 
fhould take fome Advantage of our Diiputes about them ; 
or, if That is the Cafe, what will |ecoime of our boaited 
Privileges, as Englifbmen, the Liberty of the Pref, and 
even the Liberty of Parliament it felf? Let the Writers 
againfi us an{wer dire€tly to this Point, and thew us, if 
They can, that the Freedom of Debate in Par/iament 








does not tend to obftruét our foreign Affairs, and give 
eur Enemi:s an Advantage, as much as the Liberty of 


difeuffing them in Print. Here lies the Strefs of thé 
Argument, which it is incumbent upon them to clear ups 
if They would be thought to write any Thing to the 
Purpofe. 

To give this Argument a little Colour, He qnotes a 
Paffage of Lord Lexington’s Letter from Madrid in thé 
latter Part of the late Queen’s Time, where He gives 
an Account of his Converfation with King Philip, a- 
bout the Catalans. We know, fays that Prince, that 
the Peace is as mecefjaryto yu, as it is to us; and that 
jou will net break off the Negotiation for a Trifle.— 
For God’s Sake, how could the Fellow be fuch an ar- 
rant Blockhead as to quote this Authcrity ? It is confe(s'd 
that Oppofticn may a krelsa Mirifer, who purfues Mea- 
Jares, contrary to the Intere? of bis Country, as We both 
allow the Meafures of th Je Times to bes but what hath 
This to do with our pr-efert Lappy Times, and the Mea- 
fures of our prejent, excc/ient Minifiers ? 

What this worthy Ca/uifé hath ftated as our poiitical 
Creed, concerning the Liberty of the Prejs, is of a Piece 
with the reit of his Book ; a wretched Prevarication, and 
even a downright Falfhood. Did we ever claim an wn- 
bounded Licenfe to abufe all Perjous, and all Things, with 
Impunity ; or have We not frequently declared ayainft ic? 
This is the peculiar Privilege of the Writers on the ether 
Side; and I am fuse nobody can fay that They have been 
fparing in the Exercife of it. 

The Check, which We have lately received from the 
Law, feems to give Hima great Deal of Vieafure, and 
We are much obliged to Him for his kind Endeavours 
to inflame the Re.entments of Power, and flir up other 
Profecutions againk us. 

And here it is proper to take Notice of a Paper, which 
T have joft read, in the Daily Courant of Saturdays 
Fan.8, in which the Hacuge Letrer is reprinted, 
with an invidious and f{candalous Comment upon it 3 
for though the Fury found it a Lide/, yet I apprehend 
that the Matter of it was not attempted to be proved fai//? 
on ove Side, and that the Council on the «ther were not al- 
lowed to verify it, but that the Verdi was tounded on a 
Principle of Law, or the Fraétice of it, that a Book, or Pa- 
per, may be a Libe/, tho’ che Subftance is true. I don't 
know what Privilege the Writer of the Courant micht 
have to publiia ¢5/s Letter, atier it had been declared a Li- 
be/, in a judicial Manner; but I can make. a fhrewd 
Guefs what would have been my Fate, if I had taken 
the fame Liberty. Thisis our hard Lor, aud We mut 
fubmit to it, without any Reply, under all fach unge- 
nerous Infults and Acgravations. 

In the remaining Part of shis Pampi/et, the Author 
defcants very fluently, firatove twenty Pages together, 
againft the Meafures of Queen Anme, at the latter End 
of her Reign, and feems to carefs Himfelf upon . having 
demonftrated the Uprightnefs of his Patron’s Conduét 
and the I iquity of his Opsofers, by pointing out fome 
particular Blem:fhes in that Adminiffration; for it is a 
conftant Maxim with all thefe Writers to make us an- 
fwerable for the Meafures of shofe Times, though We 
have declared our general Difapprobation of them, upon 
many Occafions. But when Argument is againft Them 
and Pi-ctening becomes neceflary, They muft not flick 
atany Thing to earn their Money. 

He hath, indeed, pick’d up a Paflage, in one of 
our Papers, concerning the Condu& of theje Miniflers 
towards Writers, which He feems to think hath pinn’d 
us down; and I muft be fo ingenuous as to acknow- 
ledge that it is ltable to feme juit Exceptions 5 the Pro- 
ceedings again} Sir Ricvard Steele and che Bifhor of Se. 
Ajeps being me tioned asthe only Inflances of Severity, 
which the Gest 'emen then in Power exerted again Wri- 
ters; but asl wrote that Paper my/e/f, I am able to afs 
fure the Publick that the Miftake did not proceed from 
any Defign of impofing on the Reader, which would 
have been exceedingly weak, fo foon after thofe Tranf- 
actions. The Truth is, that the Cafes of Hurt and 
Ridpath (which are the only material ones mentioned by 
this Writer) had flipt our of my Memory, as I wrote 
the Paper without confulting any Books, ard I have not 
yet acquainted my (elf with the Nature of their Offence. 
I am however fenfible of my Miftke, and if his Wri- 
fer can point out any more, asno Doubt there aré jiany 
in the whole Colle&tion, I fhail be ready to a knowiedge 
them, in the fauie Manner, and promile to correét thems 
if I fhould live to fee another Impreflion of the Craft/ 
man. 

But Iam af aid this Gentieran’s Memo:y hath f.il'd 
Him as wel! as mine, when He extolls she Len ty of 
another Minifter towards Writers, and hs te der Re- 
gard for the Liverts of the Prefs. I velieve I could be 
able to mention a fir Day of Term, fince the Year i711, 
when at leaft fourteen Bookjellers, Printer: and Publife- 











ers made their Appearancein the Court of King’: Bench 3 
and He muit certainly remember ons Instanes of 
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Severity, in whics. T apprehend fome fmatl Deviations were 
made from the erdizary Courfe of Fuftite and the known 
Lavs of eur Cezniry. A have been informed, thet even 
his Patron tfimfelf acknowledg'd it to be a little Streteb 
of Power, and made fome Apologies for it. Nay, I make 
ita Doubt whether He can find any Parallel of ths Cae, 
in the latter Part of Qucen Avae’s Reign, or, perhaps, 
even under any Admniitration fince That of King 
Charles If. whea the Lord Cyief juitice Scroggs made 
a Rule of Court, to probibt the future Publication of a 
cert.in ceeel’y Pater; whicn Rule was voted i//ega! and 
arbitrary 1 Psttament, and the Lord Chief Suffice was 
ordered to be impeach'd for it. 

Having tukea this curiory Survey ef our Author's State 
of the Cafe, L mutt beg the Readei’s Patience, whilit I 
point out fame extraordinary Resiarks, which are {cat- 
tered through the whole. 

He begins with telling us that invmediately beiore 
the Oppostin began, the Peop'e in general were per- 
fedt'y fatisfy’d with the bupry Situation of our Affurs, 
bith at bome and abroid; that ne ther foreign Broils 
threatened them, mor domeiick Feuds diffracted them. 
He then asks, what ws done, on the Part of the Govern 
ment to alter juch a Situation of Affairs ? Was any Li- 
berty invade’, any Prope.ty injured, or any Man, or Body 
of Men, molefter? Was any Grievance, or Innovation 
introdued, or countenanced by the Minifters? Was not all 
poffile Care ttken by Them, to keep all Men ealy under 
them ? Conftant Attention was g.ven to the Difcharge of 
cur Debts. The yearly Supplies, ask’a of the People, 
were moderate, and the Manner of raifing Them sCARCELY 
revt.—A very fine Panegyrick truly, and not unwor- 
thy even of the golden Age! — But J with He would 
have been pleas’d to let us know how this bappy Situs 
ation was firit alter’'d, under the Conduét of fuch ad/e 
Minifters, who were invefled with all the Power of 
this flourithing Kingdom, and had the Concurrence of the 
People, even the Mafs of the Multitude, as He intorms 
us, on their Side. Tne Difcharge of our Debts is likewile 
a Point, which deferves fome farther Explanation. But 
the rounde(t A Vertion of all is, that ‘the yearly Supplies 
and Manner of raifing them was fearcely felt. For my 
Part, I cannot recolleét any Period of Time, in my Me- 
mory, which deierves this Ercomium; unlefs We are 
to fuppofe that Mankind have loft all Senfe of Freeing. 

I obferve, in the next Place, that it is a Blunder, 
very common amongt thefe Writers, to draw the real 
Charaéter of their oxo Patron, whilit They feem to ima- 
gine that his Op'o/rs are fitting to Them. Thus every 
Page of this Paxphlet is filled with unfeafonable In- 
vettives azainit Avarice, Ambition, Corruption and Luft of 
Power. Nay, in one Place, the Author comes direétly 
to the Point, when He fpeaks of the Malice and Sel 
fijbn fi of fome Pesfons, and their cruel Revenge againft 
all, who fet Bownds. to their Schemes of acquiring more 
Power than is fafe, and eng’aJing more Wealth than is 
honeft—In the Name of Wonder, who can ¢ho/e Per- 
fons be? 

He makes another Ob‘ervation, which is fo very ex: 
traordinary, that I will cite it at large, both for the 
Contemplation of the Publick, and to prevent any Charge 
of Mifreprefentation. 

If the Profit of ferving the Publick in Puacts, fays 
He, +e computed at any Sum, and This be raifed equally 
upon the People, that Party, which is admitted into Truft, 
wil! have more than a Retribution; whil? the other 
Party is like a Scale, continzally lofing Weight, without 
any new Accelior to maintain the Ballance; fo that, in 
a certain Pracefs of Time, the \ofing Party muj? quite 
dwinile to nothinz, and the preva ling Party, dy comtinu- 
ing in Emp'oyments of Profi:, mat decome able to tur- 
chaje act vue Lanps in THE Kincpom. 

] perfectly agree with our political Cafuift in the Force 
of this Argument, and am only furprized what could 
poff=fs Him, of all People in the World, to make Ute 
of it. It is certainly true, as He obferves, that the 
Court-Party, by the Multizlication of Offers, is grown 
an ovat Balint for the Country-Party, and that the 
People in Place may be able. in a certain Proceis of 
Time, to bay «a/! the Peeple, whe are cut of Place.—TVhas 
may it really come to pais that the yearly Supplies, and 
the Manner of raiting them, will be fearcely veur by 
any Body, except Thole, who colleét Them and have 
the Money in their Pockets. 

1 fhall take Notice of but one Thing more in thi; 
Pieces for I am quite fick of expofing fuch impudent 
Follies and glaring Abjprdities. 

The whole Body of the Wuics, fays this judicious 
Writer, bad the bighe? Reafon to be fatisfyd with the 
Courje of Things, (which teaded, as He faid before, to 
put them in Poflefion of a// the Lands in the Kingdsm;) 
but it was impofible to continue that Satisfaction among 

them long, when once They begun to differ about the feve 

ral Shares of Power and Favour. Jt vas not difficuit, 
adds He, ts make Them coerce that iY Employments of 

Trott and Profit how'd be divided among i nemielves; dur 

borw to make the re(pe€tive Allotments, and bore to fatisfy 

Particulars that what fhould fall to their feveral Shares 

was as minh as properly belonged to Them, or that They 

eurht to jollicit no more Vhs ors the diffcult Task indeed, 
and This, in the Nature ef Things, muft produce Dizi- 
fions fo that wt coas no? poflible, by any means in toe Worl, 
to prevent Fattion ex/ Ogpofition. —-—— Now. whofe 

Pi¢ture is this Man drawing againg Who was the Sirf 

State-Schiimati k, the fir? Whie-Reneza'c, who, not 
conteat with his particular Share of Pecwers large as it was, 





run ferioufly riot againft Thofe, who defeated his am- 
bitious Defigns, and fet up am Oppo/ition, which not 
only divided the Body of the Whizs, but even aflegted the 
Heap of Them ? —Ii any Perion can be ats a Lofs to 
gueis who Tars Man was, let Him read the Derec- 
TION CONSIDER’D. 

It cannot be expeéted that I fhould g've any Anfwer 
to thote vile Infinuations, of a private Niture, which 
are repeated in three or four Places of ¢/is Pamphlet. 
As it is impoffible for me to have any Knowledge of 
thofe Affairs, fo I have no Authority to fay ary Thing 
upon them; and, the Gemt/e-an concerned is abfolutely 
preciuded from juftifving Him:elf, by the very Nature 
of the Charge; but if the itrongeit Marks of Improba 
bility, and even Abfurdity, ought to be allowed a negs- 
tive Proof, (as thefe Writers mfited, in another Cafe, 
without the fame Reafon) it flands io need of no farther 
Coafutation; and the Publick will eafily exenfe any 
Gentleman from entering into a formal Defence of Him- 
felf againit an objcure W’retch, who feems privileged to 
treat even Maje/Zy it feit with the moft u pardonab.e In- 
loience, by propagating Infiauations, abfolutely incon- 
fittent with the Honour and Dignity of the Croen. 

Bat I think my felf at Liverty to take Notice of ayo- 
ther {candalous Suggeftion, relating to Mr Frasckiin’s 
Trial, which even the virtuous Mr. Walfingham hath 
thought fit to broach in his Free Briton of Fan. the 
sth. He tells us that it bath been credibly cfirmed that 
the bonourable Perfon (whom He calls my Patron) cos 
pleajed to take out one of the Gentlemen of tie Puinne! 
before He was fworn, and bad mich Converfation with 
Him in the Exchequer Cofiee Houle 

Now, it is not only credib/y afirvet, but Tam fully 
affured that this Story isan adjs/ute Falfbod 3 as many 
Gentlemen, of undoubted Honour and Integrity are able 
to teftify ; and if it is true, let the Yurvman appear, as 
We defy Him todo, and acquamt the Publick with th 
Subflance of the Converfation, whch pafled between Him 
and the other Gentleman, who is charged with tating 
Him out in this Manner. 

Tam very forry to detra&, in any Manner, from that 
excellent Character, which I have given Mr. W’o/fng- 
ham in the former Part of this Paper; but if his Iatelli- 
gence from the Exchequer Coffee-Henji fiould not be fully 
proved, I fhall be obliged to give him up, in this Inflance 
as an Inventor and Publifher of infamous Fulfhoods.

We mutt therefore leave the 
World to judge, from an Inflance or two, what Credi: 
ought to be given to a Parcel of /’retches, who hove 
proftituted Themfelves to the fervile Diudgery of propa 
gating fuch Lies and Forgeries through the Kingdom. 


FOREIGN AFFAIRS 

Paris, ‘Jan. 22. Letters from Leehorn mention two 
Veffels arrived there from Cadiz, one with Money on 
board, for the Payment of the Spani/fh Troops in Jtz/y. 
the other with a rich Prefent from his Cathclick Ma 
jefty to the Grand Duke of Tu/cany. 

Amfterdam, Fan. 22. We learn from O/nairug, that 
the Duke of Lorrain arrived there on the 15th, and fet 
out next Day for Berlin by the Way of Hanover: Fron 
Berlin, that M. de Biberfiein fet out on the 1oth for 
Drefden, in Quality of Embaflador from his Prafi im Ma 
jefty. Letters from Leghorn of the 31% pait aflure 
that the Serene Infante Duke would fet out that Weel 
for Florence. 

LONDON, January 22. 

The Mail due from France arrived on Monday lal 
It brought nothing material, except that the French 
have ordered feveral Menof War and Bomb Galleots t 
be fitted out with all Expedition.
